CONFESSION AND FORGIVENESS 


Il Samuel 12:13, 14; 
5 


LESSON TEXT 
Psalm 51:1-3, 9-13 f 

GOLDEN TEXT—Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for anoth- 
er, that ye may be healed.—James 5:16, 


If the Bible told us only of perfect 
people, we would recognize {t as 
being not true to life and assuredly 
of no help to us who Iknow our own 
sinful natures. The Bible, however, 
tells us in all truthfulness of the 
bad as well as the good, the weak 
as well as the strong, the humble 
as well as the mighty, 

It honestly portrays the sins of 
its greatest characters, revealing 
the heart of man as ‘‘deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked" 
(Jer. 17:9). It tells us of a gra- 
cious God (when man repents and 
forsakes his sin) who invites the 
sinner to come and be delivered 
from his sin, 

The lesson centers around David, 
the humble shepherd boy who be- 
came king; and in the height of 
his glory, being tempted of his own 
evil desires, fell into the lowest of 
sin, which he then sought to cover 
by a well-planned murder. He finds 
no peace until he repents and re- 
turns to God, Three words sum- 
marize the lesson. 


I, Sin (II Sam, 12:13, 14), 

That little three lettered word 
seems to have the hiss of the ser- 
pent in it—sin—the cause of all 
man's woes and the heartache of a 
loving God. 

David had tried to hide his sin 
and he said, ‘‘My bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day long. 
For day and night thy hand was 
heavy upon me” (Ps, 32: 3, 4). “Be 
sure your sin will find you out" 
(Num, 32:23) is just as true today 
as it was in David's time. 

The nature of sin {x described in 
Psalm 51, and if we may anticipate 
a bit, we note that it is described 
by three words: “transgression,” 
meaning a _ rebellious “stepping 
over” God’s boundaries; ‘iniquity,’ 
from the same root as our word 
“unequal,’’ meaning crookedness of 
heart and life; and “sin,” which 
means missing the mark, a life go- 
ing the wrong way. 

Note that sin, while it may bring 
Sorrow and trouble to us and those 
round about us, is ‘against the 
Lord” (vy. 13 and Ps. 51:4). The sin- 
ner must face and answer to God 
for his sin.

know as Psalm 51. Dr. Wilbur M. 
Smith well says that “probably these 
verses have brought more comfort, 
and assurance of forgiveness, and 
hope for a renewed life after some 
terrible transgression, to a greater 
number of God's children down 
through the ages than any other sin- 
gle passage in the pages of the 
Old Testament." 

To acknowledge one’s transgres- 
sion before God is to open the flood- 
gates of His mercy, to receive His 
grace in forgiveness, cleansing, res- 
toration, new joy, and (note it well) 
renewed usefulness (y. 13). God 
does not cast His people off because 
of their sin, nor cut off their use- 
fulness when they repent. 


Observe, however, that God did 
not permit David's sin to go un- 
punished. God is forgiving, but even 
repentance cannot wipe out the re- 
sults of sin (II Sam. 12:14). God 
chastised David to declare before 
the people all of His divine hatred 
of sin. To sin against God is no 
light and casual thing, It cuts deep- 
ly into life, and only the grace of 
God is sufficient to bring a man up 
out of that pit. But there is 


II. Forgiveness (Ps, 32:5). 

How tender and sweet is that word 
—forgiveness. It speaks of the re- 
moval of guilt, the breaking down 
of the barrier which sin has created, 
and the restoration of fellowship. 
Where all had been wrong and trou- 
bled, all has become right and at 
peace, 


These things are true even in the 
forgiveness of one man toward an- 
other who has offended, but infinite- 
ly greater when the heart of God 
meets the repentant sinner. He is 
so ready to meet such a man that 
even while he is thinking of con- 
fessing, God sees the attitude of his 
heart and forgives, “At this mo- 
ment, without sight or sound that 
mortal ear can detect, or attitude 
that the eye of man can observe, 
even before the thing is said, when 
I make up my mind to confess, 
‘thou forgavest the iniquity of my 
sin’! Do you wonder that when this 
man was going to write a psalm 
about this matter, he had to begin, 
‘O the blessings of transgression 
forgiven, and sin covered’?" (G, 
Campbell Morgan),

(4) Through an educational 
program directed toward both hu- 
man and soil conservalion,—both 
of which require security of ten- 
ure, 

(5) Through assistance by 
county agents and Specialists in 
making leases, both written and 
oral, 

“The Extension Service is striv- 
ing to improve the well-being of 
the farm families not merely by 
Increasing’ Cash income but like- 
wise by improving their real in- 
come through the  live-at-home 
program, through home gardens

and orchards, food preservation, 
feed and forage production and 
seed saving, 

“This live-at-home program is 


part of a bigger program based 
upon wise use of all land a farmer 
has and efficient use of all his 
labor throughout the year, plus 
profitable use of money,” he guid,

NEW DUCK SHOOTING 
RULES ARK ANNOUNCED 


THE ELBA CLIPPE 


Thursday, August 22, 1940 
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MONTGOMERY, Ala,—Alabama 
duck hunters will have 15 extra 
days to shoot this year and they 
will not have to wait until 7 a.m. 
to begin firing, according to new 
Federal migratory bird hunting 
regulations received by the State 
Conservation Department, The 
season in Alabama has been ex- 
tended from 45 to 60 days, open- 
ing November 2 and closing De- 
cember $1, and shooting can be- 
®in at sunrise, Gradual inerease 
in duck population throughout the 
continent was given as the reason 
for liberalizing the duck hunting: 
laws, Possession of ducks is also 
permitted for 20 days after close 
of season instead of only 10 days. 

The dove hunting season in 
North Alabama will open 15 days 
later this year, with U, 8. High- 
way No, 80 remaining as the di- 
viding line. North of this high- 
way there is a gplit season on 


doves as follows: October 1 to|_ 


October 31, and December 20 to 
January 31, 

In South Alabama the dove sea- 
Son is November 20 to January 31, 
The dove bag limit was reduced 
from 15 to 12 a day or in pos- 
session, 

It is expected that the new Fed- 
eral regulations will be approved 
by the Alabama Conservation Ad- 
visory Board at an early date, ac- 
cording to Dr, Walter B, Jones, 
conservation director, Open sea- 
sons and other regulations for res- 
ident game birds and animals for 
the 1940-41 season have not been 
completed, but will be announced 
s00n, Dr. Jones said. In brief, the 
hew migratory regulations are: 

Ducks, geese, coot and snipe, 
November 2 to December 31, Duck 
bag limit, 10 a day and not more 
than 3 each or 3 in aggregate of 
bufflehead, ruddy duck, canvas- 
backs and vedheads, Geese, 3 a 
day. Shooting for ducks, geese 
and coot, sunrise to 4 p.m. Snipe 
may be taken from sunrise to sun- 
Set, Coot bag limit, 25 a day, 
cne day's possession, Rails and 
gallinules, November 20 to De- 
cember 31; 15 a day, one day’s 
Fossession, Doves, north of High- 
way 80, October 1-October 31, and 
December 20-January 31, South 
of Highway 80, November 20-Jan- 
uary 31, Daily bag limit, 12 a day, 
Hunting from sunrise to sunset. 
Baiting fields prohibited, Wood 
duck, season remains closed, 


MOTORISTS PAID AVEKAGE OF 
$59.68 IN STATE TAXES IN 1939 

Alabama motorists paid an ay- 
erage of $59.68 in automotive tax- 
es to the State in 1939, according 
to statistics just released by the 
U. S. Public Roads Administration, 
Of that ‘amount, $44.48 represent- 
ed State gasoline taxes and $15.20 
consisted of registration, driver li- 
cense and other fees, Besides the 
State taxes, Alabama motorists 
also paid local and federal gasoline 
end other federal automotive tax- 
es which averaged about $18 per 
vehicle. 

In 1940, the Federal Revenue 
Act increased and extended for five 
years the federal automotive levies, 
which were enacted in 1982 as 
“temporary” levies. The increased 
rates of the federal taxes will cost 
motorists an estimated average of 
$4 annually, pushing the burden 
of federal and local taxation to 
$22 per vehicle, 

Commenting on the tax burden 
of motor vehicle owners, as reveal- 
ed by the report of tne federal 
agency, Earl M, Hearne, secretary 
of the Alabama Petroleum Indus- 
tries Committee, said that the time 
has come for consideration of tax 
relief for the motorists of this 
State who are subjected to triple 
and quadruple taxation by State, 
federal, city and county govern- 
ments, 

Studies by the U. S. Department 
of Commerce indicate that a ma- 
jority of the motorists of this 
State have incomes of less than 
$30 a week. For that reason they 
have no great ability to pay an 
overall tax burden on their motor 
vehicles that absorbs one or two 
week's wages each year,

Thus 
most automobile transactions in 
the United States involve payment 
of less than $50 at any one time.
